Decreasing Church Attendance 


Several denominations have _ re- 
ported a falling off in church attend- 
ance and membership. There are doubt- 
less many reasons for the decline, but 
in a recent report to the Synod of New 
Jersey, Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S.A., two causes of failure were given, 
of which the second is noteworthy. Dr. 
Thurlow Fraser, chairman of the Per- 
manent Committee on Evangelism, said 


that in the New Jersey Synod “the aver- 
age gain for 412 churches was a little 
more than 1.37 per church in the year. 
There were 89 churches and chapels in 
the Synod which did not add one mem- 
ber by Confession or Reaffirmation. . 

The showing for the whole Church is 
rather worse than that. Gains 72,072. 
Losses 76,319. Net loss 4,247, or almost 
5 per church for 8,628 churches.” Then 
Dr. Fraser suggests “two outstanding 
causes of this failure to keep pace with 
the growth of population. ... (1) In- 
flexibility in methods and polity, which 
refuses to change in order to meet 
changed times and conditions. ... (2) 
Lack of passion in presenting the gos- 
pel. The American people are an emo- 
tional folk. They like their idealism, 
their patriotism, their religion served 
hot. Some of us Presbyterian minis- 
ters have had emotion educated out of 
us. Somewhere in the long course of 
preparation our passion, our evangelistic 
zeal, have grown cold. The people, un- 
attracted by cool logic, turn from us to 
those who give them a warmer gospel, 
even if it be not so philosophically de- 
veloped.” This analysis of ineffective 


preaching is especially significant, com- 
ing from a friend and officer of the Pres- 
byterian Church. One might point out 
that if “the long course of preparation” 
were closely examined, it would be 
found that in many cases the ministers 
have been trained by teachers who cast 
doubts on or deny such foundational 
truths as that all men are lost sinners 
without Christ and that He shed His 
blood to pay the penalty of our sin, 
and there is no salvation in any other. 
This undoubtedly accounts in large 
measure for the “lack of passion in pre- 
senting the gospel.” The cold water of 
unbelief will soon reduce evangelistic 
fire to smoldering embers unless it is 
continually fed by the oil of Christ's 
grace, like the fire which Christian saw 
in the Interpreter’s House. Too many 
of us, if we were perfectly honest, would 
have to confess that “our passion, our 
evangelistic zeal, have grown cold.” But 
the Spirit of God can renew our zeal 
and rekindle our passion for souls as we 
allow Him to search and cleanse our 
hearts, and give Him opportunity to 
speak to us as we meditate on the Word 
and take time for prayer. 


The Federal Council Arraigned

Tae Federal Council of Churches 
plans to incorporate into its do- 
main all the missidnary organiza- 
tions of the American churches that it 
can lay hands on. The Preamble to 
the National Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America (a new neon name 
for the Federal Council) reads: 

In the providence of God, the time 
has come when it seems fitting more 
fully to manifest the essential oneness of 
the Christian churches of North America 
in Jesus Christ as their Divine Lord and 
Saviour, by the creation of an inclusive

agency to continue and extend the fole-- 

lowing general agencies of the churches 

and to combine all their interests and 

functions:

International Council of Religious Educa- 
tion 

Missionary Education Movement of the 
United States and Canada

The Federal Council also plans to in- 
ternationalize its operations. It is or- 
ganizing a World Council of Churches, 
the aim of which is to bring into its 
orbit the churches of Europe and Asia. 

When any body, however responsible, 
undertakes to cartelize the whole Chris- 
tian Church, and that more or less under 
its own auspices, it deserves careful 
scrutiny. The Federal Council of 
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Churches has been subjected to valid 
criticism in the past, which has shown 
its operations to be often questjonable. 
“Pastors, Politicians, Pacifists” produced 
much damaging evidence, as did 
“Tainted Contacts,” which displayed its 
interlockings with radical groups. 

Now comes the Rev. Carl’ McIntire’s 
new book, “Twentieth Century Reforma- 
tion,” a careful, temperate, well-docu- 
mented exposure of the Federal Coun- 
cil’s unevangelical leadership, its futile 
and, at times, harmful enterprises. Al- 
though not covering the entire ground 
of justifiable criticism,— that would re- 
quire a much larger cadre,—it gives 
sufficient evidence to justify a call for 
the liquidation of the Federal Coun- 
cil by the churches. It makes it abun- 
dantly clear that the Council does not 
represent the constituency it presumes 
to represent in the opinions and wishes 
of that constituency. Rather is it the 
spokesman and agency of a small group 
of church politicians. Its theological 
point of view is simply reaction back to 
18th century deism. Its pacifist pro- 
gram interests few; its large-scale inter- 
national proposals are felt to be vision- 
ary as well as outside the province of 
ehurch concern; its economic orienta- 
tion is not that of American Christian- 
ity. Its programs excite no interest. It 
is given over to conventions, releases, 
“explorations,” pronouncements, and 
other futilities. Nor is its leadership 
of a discerning sort. This is centralized 
in its general secretary. 


The Federal Council claims to be 
evangelical on the ground that its con- 
stitution speaks of Christ as divine Lord 
and Saviour. But the words. “divine” 
and “divinity” are dissolved in the acid 
bath of “interpretation.” Dr. Weigle, 
presiding over the 1942 biennial Coun- 
cil meeting, said: “We have never asked 
any group what they meant by the di- 
vinity of Christ when they joined us.” 
Bishop McConnell, erstwhile president 
of the Federal Council of Churches and 
still influential in its affairs, thinks the 
“tendency to deify Jesus more heathen 
than Christian,” and Dr. Fosdick has 
spoken of his mother as, in a comparable 
sense, “divine.” The fact is, though Uni- 
tarianism as a denomination is debarred 
from the Federal Council on opportun- 
ist grounds, actual Unitarianism is ex- 
tremely influential in Council leadership. 

Mr. McIntire devotes a chapter to the 
neo-Unitarianism of five typical leaders 
of the Council. Its ex-president, Dr. 
Buttrick, is quoted on the Resurrection 
and the lifé everlasting: 

We do not know—except by an ine 
vincible surmise. Why pretend we do? 
Some of us, being 80 constituted that we 
are happy on our “wild lone,” do not wish 


to know. We suspect that life might be 

desperately prosaic, if we knew. ... We

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do not wish to know. We would not 

be robbed of our adventure. We covet 

the chance to say to God hereafter, if 

God there be: Lord, they told us to 

grab the present gain, but there was more 

zest in staking life on a “grand Perhaps.”

Dr. Hornell Hart of the F.C.C. Com- 
mittee on Marriage and the Home, and 
a very popular speaker at F.C.C. meet- 
ings, wrote in the Christian Century 
in 1943: 

- . . Jesus who was limited by the 
culture out of which he emerged, and 
whose behavior toward his opponents did 
not always show understanding and self- 
suffering love. . . . Like other religious 
innovators he made use of the materials 
provided by his cultural predecessors, se- 
lecting, recombining, dramatizing, and de- 
veloping. . . . Like other prophets he 
went through periods of depression and 
self-distrust. ... 

To hold that God selected one minor 
province of the Roman empire, after hun- 
dreds of thousands of years of blind hu- 
man groping, to reveal himself once for 
all in a complete, adequate and final man- 
ner, is so similar to the ethnic egotism 
. . . (tin) Japanese assertions of their 
divine mission to civilize the world. 
Certainly this is in the characteristic 

vein of M. Arouet de Voltaire! 

Daniel A. Poling assures us that the 
Federal Council is “profoundly evan- 
gelical.” All is well in the best of all 
possible worlds! There are, no doubt, 
some men in its leadership who can be 
so described. “They sleep in the same 
bed but dream different dreams,” as the 
Chinese say. But they are relatively 
few and uninfluential. One rarely, if 
ever, hears the Federal Council teach- 
ing the central truth of evangelical 
Christianity: salvation, and regeneration 
by. the blood of Jesus Christ. At least, 
not over the radio. 

“Radio chains informed us,” says Mr. 
McIntire, “that, in giving the time to 
the Federal Council, it was the policy 
. . . to present messages . . . common 
to all the faiths. Consequently no mes- 
sage presenting the deity of Christ or 
the blood of Christ, which would be 
offensive to the Jews, was being pre- 
sented.” Mr. McIntire, in rebuttal, 
pointed out that no restriction was 
placed on the doctrines of Romanism as 
expounded by Mgr. Sheen and the 
“Catholic Hour.” So from Cadman to 
Fosdick we have been fed up with the 
“brotherhood of man” and the social 
gospel, out of which comes Fedecal 
Council pacifism. This in turn has hob- 
bled national defense in a way so serious 
that it should be widely known. 

In 1928 the F.C.C. opposed the naval 
program and was successful to the ex- 
tent of reducing the proposed construc- 
tion of new ships from 71 to 16. “It 
would have taken the Japanese a long 
time to sink these 55 ships! Pearl Har- 
bor was not that disastrous.” 

In 1933 and 1934 delegations represent- 
ing the F.C.C. visited the State Depart- 
ment and urged the abolition of military 
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and naval aircraft for the United States 
and other nations. 

In 1934 it petitioned the President of 
the United States to withhold appropri- 
ations for naval expansion under the

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A Training Institute for 
Evangelists 


HARLES E. FULLER, director of 

the Old Fashioned Revival Hour, 
has just recently announced the forma- 
tion of the Fuller Evangelistic Founda- 
tion, which has as its aim the training 
atid sending out of evangelists in order 
to accomplish the evangelization of 
North America in this generation. The 
Foundation, now well established by 
funds begun in 1918 by Mr. Fuller’s father, 
has recently’ purchased five acres of 
land in the heart of Pasadena, on which 
it plans to erect buildings: that will 
provide space for dormitories, class- 
rooms, offices, and a library. The train- 
ing institute will accept graduates of a 
Bible institute, college, or seminary, and 
does not at present plan to grant degrees. 
All applicants must be recommended by 
the faculties of the schools of which they 
are graduates. 

The Foundation is a non-profit cor- 
poration, with a charter from the State 
of California. It is under the super- 
vision of twenty-five sponsors, nine di- 
rectors, and a finance committee of three. 
It is entirely separate from the Gospel 
Broadcasting Association, which sends 
out the Old Fashioned Revival Hour. 
No drives for funds will be made, as the 
Foundation desires to help needy 
churches throughout the United States 
and Canada, without being a financial 
burden to them. When its evange- 
lists conduct meetings, only one free- 
will offering during the series will be 
given to the Foundation. The evange- 
lists, during both their training and 
their period of service, will be paid a 
living salary by the Foundation. 

It is the desire of the directors of the 
new organization to restore evangelism 
to its rightful place. Its evangelists 
must avoid controversy and outlandish 
methods, and adhere to three principles 
in their preaching and work: Christ Cru- 
cified, Church Co-operation, and Common 
Sense. It is hoped that within a few 
years there may be as many as 250 or 
300 evangelists on the staff, who, after 
taking the “post-graduate” training course 
of about three months, will be sent out 
through North America wherever their 
services are needed. 

The Rev. John S. MacArthur, himself 
an evangelist and for two years a mem- 
ber of the Moody Bible Institute staff, 
will be the National Director of Field 
Evangelism. For the present, commu- 
nications should be addressed to the 
Fuller Evangelistic Foundation, 44 §.

month at Wheaton College. Had I 

not heard in chapel the thrilling 
challenge of a famous medical mission- 
ary I would have left soon to enter my 
father’s business. But through this man 
of God my heart was opened and I gave 
myself unreservedly to Him for service 
in whatever capacity would please Him 
most. 

Through the beloved members of the 
faculty and visits to the campus of many 
outstanding spiritual leaders of this day, 
scores of Wheaton students have had 
this same experience. 

As I have come in contact with evan- 
gelical leaders, ministers, and mission- 
aries who are products of Wheaton the 
contribution of the College has become 
more dramatically apparent to me. 
Wherever I go, I meet Wheaton gradu- 
ates. Many of them hold key positions 
in the Christian world which some of 
them would not now fill had they not 
had the privilege of four years of clean, 
Christian living, challenge, and careful 
training at Wheaton. . 

Today Wheaton stands at a great 
threshold of promise. As evidenced by 
the usefulness of the graduates and by 
the hundreds who are applying for en- 
trance, the Lord is showering His bless- 
ing on the college.

Radio station WMBI of the Moody 
Bible Institute uses the talents of 
Frances Whitlock, Ray McAfee, Miriam 
Bailey, Louise Armerding Hermansen, 
Dr. Adrian Heaton, John Mostert, and 
several other Wheaton graduates. 


Dr. Gieser is a medical missionary 
on furlough from China where he 
has served for six years under the 
Southern Presbyterian Board of Mis- 
sions. While waiting for conditions 
in that country to change so that he 
can return, he has a private practice 
as an eye specialist in Chicago and 
Wheaton, Ill.

The presi- 
dent of Mulnomah School of the Bible 
is Willard Aldrich. A new evangelical 
theological seminary is being established 
in Chungking, China, under the direc- 
tion of Marcus Cheng. Navajo Metho- 
dist Mission School of Farmington, N. 
M., had Wheaton graduate Dr. Charles 
C. Brooks at its head for fourteen years. 
This fall he has become the new acting 
Dean of Men at Wheaton College. He 
was succeeded as the head of the New 
Mexico school by Willard Bass, another 
alumnus. Donald Davies leaves shortly 
for Ethiopia to organize a new Christian 
college there initiated by the United 
Presbyterians at the invitation of Haile 
Selassie. 

All of these men are Wheaton trained. 

Many faculty members, deans, and 
registrars of Christian schools, colleges, 
ahd seminaries all across the country 
are Wheatonites. Schools in which 
Wheaton graduates are at work include:

Ben Lippen School for Boys, Chicago 
Christian High School, Culter Academy, 
Hampden DuBose Academy, and Stony 
Brook School for Boys are Christian 
secondary schools where Wheatonites 
are teaching. 

In the rapidly developing and stra- 
tegic Christian publications field are 
Horace L. Fenton, Jr., and O. Raymond 
Lowry, editors of Seek, devotional guide 
now read daily by almost 50,000 people. 
Willard Aldrich is the originator and 
publisher of the Doorstep Evangel, a 
weekly paper used by many churches 
to interest unsaved families in their 
neighborhood in the things of Christ. 
Donald Hoke is the writer of many pub- 
lications of the Good News Publishing 
Company. Dr. Carl F. H. Henry is a 
name found frequently on Christian 
books, pamphlets, and articles. Robert 
Walker is the editor of Sunday, a fast- 
growing evangelical magazine. Kenneth 
Taylor is responsible for the editing of 
His, an Inter-Varsity Christian Fellow- 
ship publication. Child Evangelism has 
as its managing editor, John Witmer. 
William Jones is the editor of all pub- 
lications of the American Sunday- 
School Union. Many other Wheaton 
men are in Christian journalism, and 
most of them got their start while work- 
ing on school publications at Wheaton. 


In the Field of Youth Evangelism 


Several of the prominent youth organ- 
izations of the country have ‘Wheaton 
men and women on their staff. Kenneth 
Hanson is the general secretary of the 
Christian Service Brigade, a new and 
rapidly growing boys’ movement with a 
program similar in many ways to that 
of the Boy Scouts — but with a primary 
interest in winning boys to Christ. 
Founder and active worker in this move- 
ment is “Uncle Joe” Coughlin. Grafton 
Harpell, another Wheaton man, is the 
head of the Boys’ Brigade work in New 
England. Lois Thiessen is acting gen- 
eral secretary of Pioneer Girls, com- 
panion organization reaching thousands 
of girls every week for Christ. 

In the field of high school evangelism, 
almost half of the staff of the Young 
Life Campaign are Wheaton trained. 
Two of the original staff members who 
helped launch this organization are 
Walden Howard and Addison Sewell, 
both graduates of the College. Then 
there is the Youth Gospel Crusade 
headed by Richard Neale and staffed by 
several other Wheaton men and women. 

Eight Wheaton men afd women are 
staff members of the Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship which is active on 
non-Christian university campuses. The 
general secretary of this organization is 
C. Stacey Woods, Wheaton graduate. 
The Foreign Mission Fellowship has been 
headed for the past two years by Peter 
Stam, III, a Wheaton graduate, who was 
recently succeeded by Herbert Anderson, 
another alumnus. 

An interesting and effective work is 


ro 
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being done by the Best Seller Publicity. 
Founder and moving spirit in this or- 
ganization is Josephine Peterson, artist, 
graduate of Wheaton. 

Meanwhile 607 other Wheaton men 
quietly serve the Lord as pastors, some 
of them in large churches with great in- 
fluence. There are 308 men and women 
on the foreign mission field. It would 
be impossible to visit any section of the 
world without finding some Wheaton 
graduate near by. They are at work 
under almost every evangelical denomi- 
nation and most of the faith mission 
boards from China to Chile. Among 
these is Robert Ekvall, pioneer mission- 
ary to western China and Tibet, who 
ftom his vast knowledge of this area 
has written an important book on the 
Tibetan people. 

Others are serving as church secre- 
taries, Christian education directors, 
music directors, and home missionaries. 
Some of the home missionary efforts 
founded and headed by Wheaton men 
are the Oak Hills Bible Fellowship in 
Minnesota, the Scripture Memory Moun- 
tain Mission, the Utah Gospel Mission 
(a work among the Mormons), the So- 
ciety for the Friendless, whose purpose 
is to help men as they leave prison, and 
the Scripture Distribution Society. 

Wheaton graduates have found a place 
of usefulness in the Child Evangelism 
Fellowship, the Pocket Testament 
League, Good News Publishing Com- 
pany, Scripture Press, Inc., Navigators, 
New England Fellowship, Christian 
Business Women’s Council, American 
Sunday-School Union, and Christian 
summer camps and Bible conferences in 
all parts of the nation. 

Some of the conferences and camps 
that are headed by Wheaton men are 
Bethany Camp in Indiana, Boardwalk 
Bible Conference in New Jersey, Camp 
Kaskitowa in Michigan, The Firs in 
Washington, Bible Presbyterian Con- 
ference at Harvey Cedars, N. J., the 
North Mountain Bible Conference, Mont- 
rose Bible Conference, and Pinebrook 
Bible Conference in Pennsylvania. 
There are others as well. 

An interesting digression here is the 
consideration of the names of parents 
of some of the alumni and former stu- 
dents. It reads like a Who’s Who of 
evangelical Christian leaders, past and 
present, and it reveals the widespread 
confidence that God’s peopie have in my 
Alma Mater., Here is a partial list, for 
example: Bach, Brownville, DeHaan, 
Ferrin, Glover, Guinness, Hockman, 
Houghton, Howard, Ironside, Loveless, 
McCarrell, McQuilkin, Moffett of Korea, 
T. R. Phillips, Rader, Rimmer, Raws, 
Savage, J. B. Smith, Soltau of Korea, 
Strachan, Talbot, Taylor of Mexico, R. 
A. Torrey, and R. A. Torrey, Jr. 

No mention has been made of the 
hundreds of men and women, graduates 
of Wheaton, who have gone into the 
professions and business and are now 
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helping as consecrated laymen in the 
cause of Christ. One example is Paul 
Fischer, prominent Chicago attorney, 
serving as secretary and treasurer for 
the International Christian Business 
Men’s Committee. 

More than one per cent of all the 
chaplains in the Army and Navy are 
Wheaton graduates. This group of men, 
107 strong, is having telling opportuni- 
ties to bring men to Christ. Among 
these men is a chaplain to the Marines 
who, in this supposedly “hardboiled” 
branch of the service, reports many 
thrilling spiritual contacts and conver- 
sions. This fellow came to Wheaton 
unconverted, graduated a keen Chris- 
tian, and as a result is now serving the 
Lord in this outstanding way. 

But our men in the chaplaincy are 
not the only ones bearing a faithful wit- 
ness in the Army. Donald Dey, a 
Wheaton product now a captain in the 
infantry, wrote from France: “I have 
had the privilege of helping our chap- 
lain a great deal. The men respond bet- 
ter to an officer of the line than to a com- 
missioned preacher. We had some really

stirring meetings, many souls saved, 
testimonies that held us spellbound, and 
prayer such as you have never heard 
from men who haven’t prayed since their 
Sunday school days. And they carry 
it away with them, too; it isn’t tempo- 
rary. They tell other men. I even see 
it in their letters which I censor.” 

Another Wheaton man, Captain Paul 
Foster, stationed in New Guinea, writes: 
“I have had occasion to be of assistance 
to the group chaplain—as an organist 
in all services. To date I have been 
fortunate in missing only one service due 
to work, outside of the three weeks 
while on leave in Sydney. About twenty 
men have accepted the Lord as Saviour, 
and many others have reconsecrated 
their lives.” . 

One officer writes of preaching in the 
chaplain’s absence; another, of having 
organized a Gospel team for work among 
churches in England. A sergeant has 
helped build a chapel in the jungles of 
New Guinea. Another serviceman has 
started a service center in a west coast 
city, and a naval athletic officer was suc-

to get his son as a neophyte into 
the Buddhist temple of their region. To 
see what it was like the boy had climbed 
a mountain and peered into the dark 
recesses of the big and gloomy main 
room. He was so scared at the thought 
of having to live in such close prox- 
imity to such ugly and terrifying gods, 
that he had run away from the sacred 
precinct. 

In the home courtyard the sad-faced 
mother had heard the father berating 
the son for unfiliality, and threatening 
to cast him off. The effort to force the 
lad into an evil life seemed to bring 
a curse upon the family. Bad times 
befell them. A flood drove them off 
their land. The father became a chair 
bearer; depleted his meager earnings 
by gambling; forced the lad to go to 
the hills to cut pine branches for the 
priests, and carry them into the city to 
sell on the market. 

There he met the missionary who saw 
possibilities in him, and took him as 
his personal attendant on his country 
evangelistic itineraries. The boy was 
intelligent and grateful, a_ willing 
worker, scrupulously honest, and thor- 
oughly trustworthy. So he steadily ad- 
vanced. From stable boy he became 
gatehouse keeper, then houseboy, then 
table boy, then cook; then Bible in- 
stitute student, then evangelist. And so, 
in the providence of God, he was ready

for that empowering of the Holy Ghost 


_ that was to enable him to save a “for- 


eign devil” babe, and, thereby magnify 
the Gospel and stimulate’ faith through- 
out the earth. 

In the early morn of December, 1934, 
the Chinese Reds suddenly poured 
through the mountain pass northwest- 
ward into Anhwei Province. - During 
the night they had made a 90-li1 forced 
march. Young fanatics they were, 
inured to hardships, able quickly to 
shin up the wall of a city; and, like 
monkeys, to climb by a rope precipitous 
mountain cliffs. 


Under Soviet Communist leaders, they 
indulged in an orgy of looting, burning, 
killing, and kidnaping, in the ancient 
walled county seat of Tsing Teh. Then 
they retreated 40 li farther up, into the 
high mountain valley, to Miao Sheo. 
Among their captives for ransom were 
John and Betty Stam, with their tiny 
babe, Helen Priscilla. Next day, the 
parents, “outside a city wall,” on Eagle 


Hill, were to be martyred for Jesus’ 


sake. 

Mr. Loa, the evangelist friend of John 
and Betty, awaiting the arrival of “the 
American Shepherd,” was at Miao Sheo, 
whence the two men were to start at 
once on a preaching tour through the 
valley villages. 

Interesting that Mr. Loa was naturally 
a timid man; but, as he later told nie,

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‘he had, in his utter weakness and in- 


ability to cope with a perilous situation, 
a baffling problem, cast himself wholly 
upon the all-powerful Holy Spirit, to 
enable him to accomplish what he then 
little knew was to be a wonder feat, to 
amaze and hearten, to awe and to in- 
spire people the world around. 

He was to prove once more, not only 
that the Holy Ghost is today not dead, 
but that He is willing and able to take 
a first-generation Christian and give 
him, in an appalling exigency, under- 
standing for ignorance, discernment for 
bewilderment, courage for cowardice, 
firmness for irresolution, strength for 
weakness, Christian knightliness for 
base selfishness. But recently he was a 
raw heathen; now, because of his love 
to. his missionary friends, he was will- 
ingly facing terrible dangers. Through 
his committal to Christ, for His glory, 
he was mellowed by an ineffable love 
for a little child, not only orphaned but 
helpless. At each step, as he faced fate- 
ful and agonizing decisions, he was to 
become cool, steady, daring, and wise. 


The Courage of Chinese Christians 


The women of the valley had fled 
to the mountain heights, snow covered, 
to escape the raging, raping mob of 
Reds who filled the towns below. Among 
them were Mr. Loa’s wife, and Mrs. 
Wang, a noble, elderly woman of the 
local Christian group. 

Later (to. save his life) Mr. Loa fol- 
lowed the women up the mountain. Two 
days and nights they were there, suf- 
fering cold and hunger in their high, 
eerie refuge, not daring to make a fire. 
Nothing to eat but chestnuts; one blan- 
ket for a whole group. Then a mes- 
sehger tore up to them: “Two foreigners 
have been killed down below!” Mr. 
Loa said: “It is the Stams! We must 
descend at once!” 

If the reader could only understand 
the Chinese setting, he would realize 
something of the magnificent courage 
involved in this dgcision ! 


Mr. Loa and the two women with him, ° 


slithering and slathering through the 
snow, down the steep and now pathless 
mountainside, to what (so far as they 
knew) meant certain torture and prob- 
able death—ah, this was high adven- 
ture and risk of the wildest sort. 

Arrived at the mountain’s‘ foot, Mr. 
Loa found that none had dared go near, 
much less attend to the broken bodies. 
And now none ventured to reveal any 
knowledge, in answer to Mr. Loa’s 
query: “There should be a babe. Where 
is it?” All feared the Red spies who 
filled the town. 

Manifestly it was more than their life 
was worth to reveal any acquaintance- 
ship with this sad and hopeless affair. 

After; vainly pursuing clews, on sev- 
eral streets, Mr. Loa was about to search 
around the foot of the mountain, when 
he met a hee, old and wizened long 
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before her day (as only heathenism 
could make her). With a wise wink, 
and pointing her skinny thumb over 
her shoulder, she hinted at a rich man’s 
house, looted; and exclaimed, under her 
breath, “Baby !” 

Thither, as if there were no mortal 
enemies about, Mr. Loa boldly directed 
his way. The great front gate was not 
only open but unhinged. As he wan- 
dered in, ever farther within, from room 
to room, and from court to court, the 
place was gutted as only such men can 
gut. 

Here in a room of the innermost court, 
John and Betty —the night before they 
were led forth to be beheaded for the 
honor of Christ—had been confined; 
the former, at least, bound standing all 
through those awful hours. 

The place was deserted; “silent and 
aware.” But what was that? A little 
cry! Loa hastened to that innermost 
chamber. On the cold kang (the brick 
sleeping platform) and nearly thirty 
hours neglected, but safe in the zippered 
“cuddle-bunny” sleeping bag made for 
her by her mother, lay Helen Priscilla, 


snug and warm. Quickly she was folded | 


in his kindly arms. 

With the babe he strode up the hill, 
where the saddest part of his task was 
yet before him — the finding and caring 
for the broken bodies of her young par- 
ents, his two American friends. As he 
later told me: “It was an unspeak- 
able tragedy; grief and horror almost 
overcame me !” 

However, immediate action was neces- 
sary. The Reds were soon to return — 
as threatened — to wreak even more woe 
upon the town. 

(Now it was manifest why, contrary 
to Chinese custom, but providentially 
so, Mrs. Loa had accompanied her hus- 
band upon this year’s evangelistic trip. 
She had insisted; and, strangely enough, 





It will be just ten years on Decem- 
ber 8 since John and Betty Stam laid 
down their lives for Christ in China. 
The moving story of their_heroic tes- 
timony for Christ and the calmness 
with which they faced martyrdom has 
been told by Betty’s father, Dr. Scott, 
and by others in many brochures and 
booklets, and in larger volumes: “By 
Life and by Death,” by E. Schuyler 
English; “The Triumph of John and 
Betty Stam,” by Mrs. Howard Taylor;

Another article, telling of the 
faithfulness of a Chinese shepherd, 
will appear in the Christmas Number 
next week, and the remainder of the 
series will be published during the 
coming year. 
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he had acquiesced. He put the babe in 
her care.) 

Mr. Loa found the bodies still lying 
exposed, except for a few handfuls of 
grass which some kindly soul had 
thrown over them. In pursuit of the 
Reds, fleeing still deeper into the moun- 
tains, Government troops had entered 
the town; officers, as they passed by, 
had given orders for local officials to 
care for the bodies; but those responsi- 
ble had fled the city. So everything 
devolved upon Mr. Loa. With his own 
hands, assisted by Mrs. Wang, he washed 
the faces; and, as best they could, they 
stitched the heads to the wounded 
bodies; and then placed them in the 
coffins wonderfully provided. When he 
had done all he could, he, with Mrs. 
Wang and son, bowed in prayer for 
God’s blessing and guidance. 


A Strange Evangelistic Service 


Along with this seemingly gruesome 
nightmare was held one of the strangest 
evangelistic services, and in the weird- 
est setting, ever witnessed! The towns- 
people, kneeling on the hillside, openly 
cursing the Reds for their crimes, and 
moaning and praying; Mr. Loa, straight- 
ening himself up, after tenderly caring, 
to the best of his ability, for the be- 
loved dead; and saying to the crowd, as 
he afterward told me at Wuhu: “You 
have seen these wounded bodies.- You 
pity our friends for their suffering and 
death. But you should know that they 
are children of the true and living God. 
Their spirits are unharmed, and are at 
this moment in the presence of their 
Heavenly Father. They came to China 
and to Miao Sheo, not for themselves 
but for you, to tell you about His great 
heavenly love, that you might believe 
in the Lord Jesus, and: be eternally 
saved. You have heard their message. 
Remember, it is true. Their death 
proves it. Do not forget what they told 
you. Repent, and believe the Gospel !” 

This was a far cry in the life of Loa 
Keh Chao from that day when his father 
tried to force him into the Buddhist 
priesthood! How marvelously, in gra- 
ciousness, does the Holy Ghost use a 
surrendered life! 

And now this once raw heathen boy, 
won to Christ by a missionary (as many 
another Chinese leader won by other 
missionaries), stands preaching Christ 
to weeping heathen listeners; and melt- 
ing their hearts with an irrefutable dem- 
onstration of the power and love of Al- 
mighty God and of the truth of the 
Gospel. His witness was soon to eventu- 
ate in increasingly “much fruit” from 
the triumphant death and faithful testi- 
mony of these two shining ones. In- 
deed, it was soon to result in a church 
there established. How true that noble 
aphorism of a venerable disciple of the 
venerable Apostle John: “The blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the church.” 
Also, according to experience, born out 
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of the history of missions: “The church 
has never advancéd one inch in a 
heathen land except over the grave of 
the missionary and of the first genera- 
tion Christians.” 


As our missionary friend, the Rev. 
E. H. Hamilton, put it, in his now famous 
noem “Afraid? Of what?” 

Afraid — of what? 

To do by death what life could not — 

Baptize with blood a stony plot, 

Till souls shall blossom from the spot? 

Afraid — of that? 

That’s just what John and Betty did; 
and Mr. Loa, who had saved their bodies 
dead, was now burdened to save their 
babe alive. 


More stern and imperative business 
still faced him. The Reds had threatened 
soon to return —and did. Mr. Loa must 
be off (before they again swooped down 
upon the scared and searred city). The 
urgent matter was to be off with the 
babe. So, leaving the coffins to the care 
of Mrs. Wang and son, Loa started on 
that apparently hopeless trek, to reach 
his missionary friends at Wuhu hospital, 
before the Reds could catch him. What 
distresses and alarms lay before him 
and his brave, little Christian wife ! 


Humanly speaking, how ill-equipped 
they were for the harrowing days 
ahead! How swiftly they needed to 
move! Yet how handicapped they were! 
Their money, food, bedding, etc., left 
in Mrs. Wang’s home, had all been 
stolen. Their four-year-old boy, their 
only child, was desperately ill (from the 
hardships endured upon the mountain 
he had gone into coma). A long journey 
afoot, in the dead of winter, over nar- 
row, slippery, dangerous mountain paths 
lay before them. The mountain coun- 
try infested with bandits, not to speak 
of Communist soldiers — wild, desperate, 
lawless, cruel, and thirsting for their 
blood. And what weighed upon Loa 
most: the babe of foreign friends to be 
hidden and protected and delivered to 
safety. ‘ 


As secretly as possible they began the 
escape—the children hidden in two 
large rice baskets each hanging from the 
end of a bamboo carrying pole. 


Soon after they had started on the 
perilous journey they were cheered, de- 
spite their fears, by seeing the sick son 
sit up and begin to sing: “Jesus loves 
me, this I know,” and being well from 
that hour forth. 


Mr. Loa told me of the inspiration 
that repeatedly came to him along the 
way, from Bible verses long before 
memorized, notably this: “Call unto 
me, and I will answer thee, and shew 
thee great and mighty things, which 
thou knowest not” (Jer..33:3). At each 
new exigency the Holy Spirit gave him, 
in answer to prayer, the verses of 
strengthening and of wisdom especially 
designed to meet the need —not least, 
Romans 8:28. In heavenly power these 
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verses flashed endurance and inspira- 
tion to him. 

Miracles happened all along the way. 
During the hours of light and dark of 
their seven-day flight, they knocked on 
the locked doors of houses in strange 
villages, and found nursing mothers 
willing to feed the tiny foreign stranger; 
but, on the fifth day, could find none 
such. Crying with renewed earnestness 
to God, for guidance, they found two 
five-dollar bills, pinned by Betty into 
the sleeping bag. Then, in a small town, 
in a fifth-rate general store, they found 
and purchased the only bottle in all 
that region of dry milk, “Lactogen,” 
from London.: Now Mrs. Loa knew 
why she had brought from home her 
glass milk bottle with measuring lines 
marked upon its sides. Their son, born 
in the mission hospital at Wuhu, she 
had been unable to nurse. The doctor 
taught her how to use dry milk. (The 
parents had gratefully named this son 
“Born in the Hospital” Loa.) Now, amid 
thousands of women who had never 
heard of powdered milk or of such a 
procedure, she was able to put little 
Helen Priscilla on a proper three hours’ 
feeding schedule for the rest of the way. 
“Was it by chance that a Christian 
woman thus equipped was at hand, in 
that hour of need, in a remote corner 
of inland China?” 

On the 14th of December, seven days 
after the double martyrdom, the Rev. 
George Birch (dear friend of Betty and 
John) heard a knock on his door. With- 
out any preliminaries of the customary 
polite Chinese greetings, a travel-stained 
man, Mr. Loa, handed him a little bun- 
dle, and brokenly said: “Foreign Shep- 
herd, this is all we have left!” No 
thought for the losses and hardships and 
perils of himself and wife— only grati- 
tude to the living and powerful God for 
the safety of her who was in “perfect 
health,” as later pronounced by the 
hospital doctors. They could not under- 
stand, from any angle, her healthy con- 
dition, and exclaimed, “This is a mir- 
acle!” Thus her name, “Miracle Babe.” 

Many more thrilling incidents went 
into this marvel story before little Helen 
Priscilla was in safety brought to her 
Scott grandparents, far away in North 


\China; but the foregoing is enough once 


more to suggest how- the Holy Spirit 
ever uses humble, consecrated disciples, 
even first generation Christians, to bless 
uncounted multitudes in many lands, by 
deepening their faith in the gracious 
Saviour, Jesus, and by inspiring them 
to richer service for Christ, rightful

Vinson Act, and demanded the elimina- 
tion of all weapons that could be used 
for aggressive warfare. (As if one 
could discriminate between aggressive 
and defensive weapons!) In 1935, °36, 
37, and ’38 it took similar action — right 
up to the eve of war. 

Yet it opposed am embargo on war 
materials for Japan. This would mean 
that Japan was “being coerced and 
threatened.” The wrongheadedness of 
Federal Council leadership could not be 
more strikingly demonstrated.! They 
seemed not to care that these war mate- 
rials were being used in mass murder 
of innocent Chinese. The Japanese ap- 
praised this appeasement as an indica- 
tion of national softness. This atti- 
tude, and its success in reducing the 
naval program of warships, no doubt 
played its part in the Japanese decision 
to attack us, 

When the Naval Intelligence described 
the Federal Council as a large, radical, 
pacifist organization representing twenty 
million Protestamts, and always ex- 
tremely active in any matter against 
national defense, the “small radical 
group which dictate its policies” (the 
Naval Intelligence’s characterization) 
went to the President, who sharply told 
the Navy to stop its revelations. The 
same thing happened in 1935 when Ad- 
miral Standley, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, in a public address openly accused 
the Council of collaboration with com- 
munism. Again the Federal Councilors 
besought the President and the President 
held his covering shield over their per- 
secuted heads. 

“According to the records that we 
now have, twice protest was made to 
the President: once about the Federal 
Council’s pacifism and again about its 
radicalism. Twice the President gave 
assurances that no comments were to be 
made by the Army and Navy authorities 
concerning thé Federal Council’s policy 
without his specific consent.” 


The Federal Council has taken Orien- 
tal Catholic churches into its organiza- 
tion in spite of the fact that their un- 
reformed theology embraces mariolatry, 
icon worship, the Mass, and transub- 
stantiation. It officially described the 
Church of Rome as “a sister Christian 
communion,” almost at the time when 
that sister was blessing massacre and 
collaborating in massacre in Abyssinia, 
Spain, and Croatia. Its spokesmen find 
miracles impossible and evangelical be- 
liefs “outmoded,” but stretch out friendly 
hands to superstitious clerical churches. 
When Mr. Roosevelt made Myron Taylor 
his diplomatic representative at the 
Vatican, contrary to the Constitution, he 
called in Dr. Buttrick, who was then 
president of the Federal Council, to co-

The -Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 

HE abundant life, of which our 

Lord spoke to His disciples (John 

10:10), is life in the energy of the 
Holy Spirit. It is that eternal life which 
we receive at new birth, and which, 
therefore, all Christians possess (1 John 
5:12). But it is more than that. It is 
life controlled by the indwelling Holy 
Spirit, whom God has given to all who 
obey Him (Acts 5:32). This refers to 
the obedience of faith (Rom. 1:5) by 
which we appropriate the promises of 
God. As we yield ourselves to the 
Spirit’s guidance we enter into and lay 
hold of that which is really life (1 Tim. 
6:12, lit. trans.). Apart from the new 
birth, this is impossible. There must be 
a life communicated, by which we are 
to live, before we can live the life. But 
when truly regenerated (Titus 3:5) we 
are renewed by the Holy Spirit day by 
day as we reckon ourselves dead indeed 
unto sin, but alive unto God in Christ 
Jesus (Rom. 6:11). When the will is 
yielded to God, so that we no longer 
seek to obey the desires of the flesh, but 
find our joy in doing His will, as re- 
vealed in the Word, life takes on a 
wholly different character to what we 
ever experienced before. The surren- 
dered believer leaves the Holy Spirit 
free to do that work which is His con- 
stant delight, so occupying one with 
Christ Himself, “who is our life” (Col. 
3:4), that the life also of Jesus becomes 
manifested “in our mortal flesh” (2 Cor. 
4:11). This is life at its best, whether 
one designates it as the victorious life, 
the overcoming life, the higher life, or 
by any other term. It is the life of 
Christ working in those who are yielded 
to Him, thus lifting the believer above 
earthly principles, worldly ways, and 
carnal activities. But we need to ‘re- 
member: we are not to be occupied with

life everlasting. 


6 Let him that is taught in the word communicate unto him 
that teacheth in all good things. 

7 Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 

8 For he that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap corrup- 
tion; but he that soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 


9 And let us not be weary in well doing: for in due season we 
shall reap, if we faint not.

Christ Himself, and so we shall become 
increasingly like Him (2 Cor.

The Historical Setting 


The Letter to the Galatians was writ- 
ten by Paul, presumably about A.D. 58, 
in order to deliver them from certain 
legalistic teachings, which “false breth- 
ren” had brought in among them. These 
were insisting that while salvation was 
by grace to begin with, one could only 
continue in that state of blessing by 
obedience to the law of Moses. 


Verse by Verse 


Gal. 5:22—“The fruit of the Spirit.” 
Observe the apostle does not use the 
plural here. It is fruit, not fruits. All 
that follows in this verse and the next 
is the manifest result of allowing the 
Holy Spirit to have His way in the life. 

Verse 23.—“Against such there is no 
law.” The precious fruit of the Spirit 
is produced spontaneously in the life of 
the surrendered Christian. It is not a 
matter of subjection to law, yet it pro- 
duces a higher standard of righteous 
living than legalism insists on (Rom. 
8:4). 

Verse 24—“They that are Christ’s 
have crucified the flesh.” It is not that 
we are called to do this. It was done 
in the cross of Christ. When we real- 
ize this and see the end of the fleshly 
life in that cross, we are through with 
the affections and lusts that once domi- 
nated us. 


Verse 25—“If we live in the Spirit, let 
us also walk in the Spirit.” If we are 
saved at all, we have life in the Spirit. 
It is therefore incumbent upon us to be 
submissive to Him who indwells us as 
Christ’s Vicar and so to walk accord- 
ing to His direction. He instructs us by 
the Word. 


Verse 26—‘“Let us not be desirous of 
vain glory.” The surrendered believer 
is not to glory even in His rich spiritual 


men, especially unto them who are of the household of faith. 
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experience. All emulation, all self-ex- 
altation will disappear, in exchange for 
faith in the cross of Christ, when we see 
that He died there, not only for our sins, 
but to make an end of us as men in the 
flesh. 


Chap. 6:1.—“Restore such an one... 
considering thyself.” The spiritual man 
is the man led of the Spirit. He is called 
upon to be considerate of his weaker 
brethren. If one is seen going astray, 
the other is to endeavor to recover him, 
not censoriously, but tenderly, remem- 
bering his own frailty apart from divine 
grace. 


Verse 2.—“So fulfil the law of Christ.” 
Christ lived for others. He did not seek 
to please Himself (Rom. 15:3). He bore 
the sorrows and burdens of others. This 
was the law, or controlling principle of 
His life. As we foilow His steps in our 
attitude toward those in distress, we ful- 
fil the same law. 


Verse 3.—“If a man think himself to 
be something, when he is nothing, he 
deceiveth himself.” We are all prone to 
overestimate our own virtues and im- 
portance. This is but to deceive our own 
hearts. In ourselves we are nothing. All 
that makes life worth while is to know, 
enjoy, and manifest Christ. 


Verse 4—“Let every man prove his 
own work.” We cannot escape indi- 
vidual responsibility to God. Therefore 
we should be careful and punctilious in 
regard to the special tasks committed to 
us, so behaving ourselves as to enjoy 
the approval of our own conscience, 
whatever others may think about us. 


Verse 5.—“For every man shall bear 
his own burden.” Above, in verse 2, 
a different word is used for “burden.” 
There are cares and troubles others may 
share with us. On the other hand, there 
are certain circumstances and commit- 
ments which we cannot uhload upon 
anyone else. 


Verse 6—“Let him that is taught in 
the word communicate unto him that

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teacheth in all good things.” Here, as in 
Philippians 4:15, the apostle suggests a 
debit and credit account as existing be- 
tween him who sows spiritual things 
and those who are blessed thereby (1 
Cor. 9:11). It is a grave mistake to 
think of a minister of Christ as an object 
of charity. That which he receives to 
enable him to keep clear with the world 
should be given as a voluntary recogni- 
tion of indebtedness to him because of 
what has been received. from him as he 
gives forth spiritual messages. 


Verse 7.—“Whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap.” This is an un- 
changing principle in God’s ways with 
men. We reap what we sow (Matt. 7: 
16-20). How important then to sow now 
that which we hope to reap in the har- 
vest of life. 


Verse 8—‘“Soweth to his flesh... 
soweth to the Spirit.” Here the two 
ways of living are placed in vivid con- 
trast. He who makes self-gratification 
the first thing in his life is sowing to 
the flesh, and a harvest of corruption 
awaits him; whereas, he who lives a sur- 
rendered life, as led by the Holy Spirit, 
will reap abundant blessing in the life 
everlasting. 


Verse 9.—“We shall reap, if we faint 
not.” Our tendency is to run well for a 
time (chap. 5:7), then to become lethar- 
gic and indifferent. Reward comes from 
faithful continuance in the path of obe- 
dience to the Word of God. 


Verse 10.—‘As we have therefore op- 
portunity.” Whenever occasion presents 
itself, we should be ready to do what we 
can for the benefit of others — particu- 
larly if they be fellow believers who are 
needing our assistance. Our hearts are 
to be open to all who are in trouble of 
any kind. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


When the Holy Spirit is given His 
rightful place in the heart, He will lead 
us into the life of abundant blessing. 
The happiest people on earth are those 
who are subject to the will of God and 
are occupied with Christ and not with 
self. For these there will be countless 
opportunities to manifest the grace of 
God toward those whom they contact 
from day to day. And as they serve, 
they will find richer enjoyment than the 
worldling can ever find in his life of 
selfishness.

Two Kinds of Burdens. While the same 
word is used in our English Bibles, in 
Galatians 6:2 and 5, there is.a very defi- 
nite distinction in the original Greek. 
In the first instance, it is service that 
is in view, an allotted task. Others may 
share in this and thus help to expedite 
matters or relieve from pressure of 
work. But in the second instance, it is 
a weight of responsibility which has 
been put upon one —a load that he must 
carry himself. 


Sowing and Reaping. We cannot evade 
certain results of wrongdoing, even 
though we may repent bitterly after- 
ward. A man who has wasted his 
strength by years of inebriation or licen- 
tiousness may be forgiven and saved, 
but he will feel in his body the effects 
of his past folly, and that possibly to 
the end of his life. Grace does not do 
away with government. The two prin- 
ciples are not in conflict, but go on side 
by side. 


Summaries and Applications 

Legality cannot produce the sweet and 
precious fruit of the Spirit. As one 
yields himself to the Lord, the Spirit 
of God is free to do His transforming 
work. 

Occupation with Christ results in like- 
ness to Christ. 

We are not called upon to crucify the 
flesh, but to recognize the fact that it 
was crucified when Christ took our 
place on the cross.

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home, “with all things richly to enjoy.” 
He has no position or business. Some- 
one asked, “How does Martin Roberts 
live in such comforf?” 

The answer is easy. He lives through 
his father-in-law. Now, such being the 
case, you can rest assured the easy-liv- 
ing gentleman in question has a high 
regard for his father-in-law and tries 
to do everything to please that good and 
kind benefactor who keeps him. 

If I knew a case, of which there are 
no doubt many, where an “elder brother” 
was keeping his younger brother and 
family, the analogy would be more apt. 
(1 John 3:2.) The Apostle John would 
have us live through “Him,” the Lord 
Jesus, and those of us who are Chris- 
tians are told the Lord Jesus is our 
great “elder brother.” 

Those who live through father-in-law 
or brother need not have a care in the 
world. The interest on the mortgage, 
or the taxes, or rent are all taken care 
of. There is a charge account with the 
butcher and the baker and the candle- 
stick maker, plus the coal dealer and 
grocery storekeeper, and some others. 

You see, in 1931 the bank of which 
Martin Roberts was an official closed its 
doors, and this gogd and prosperous man 
found himself both jobless and penni- 
less. In that period there were many 
“Martin Roberts” all up and down the 
land. Those who had a father-in-law 
or some other through whom to live, 
until conditions got better, were the for- 
tunate ones. 

But everyone, if he will, can have the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and I think if the 
truth could be known, those who were 
real Christians in that dark period of 
tremendous losses were all taken care 
of and brought safely through the so- 
called “Panic of 1931.” 

I think all these would agree that 
when the “Great Elder Brother” came 
to help it was a case of “Christian Liv- 
ing at Its Best.” 


Altoona or Bellefonte—Hereby know 
we that we dwell in him ... because 
he hath given us of his spirit (v. 13). 
Some years ago, the late James McCon- 
key (“dear old Jim” to those of us who 
knew him) gave to the world a remark- 
able essay entitled “The Threefold Se- 
cret of the Holy Spirit.” It has long 
been a classic. The essay begins by 
contrasting the water supply of the large 
city of Altoona with its summertime 
dwindling rivulet and the smaller city 
of Bellefonte with its great bubbling 
spring that pours out the finest. water 
in superabundance. 
~ Jim tells his Christian readers they 
can have the Holy Spirit in the Altoona 
trickle or in the Bellefonte perennial 
flood as they may elect. 

As I write there is much concern about 
the falling off in attendance in the Sun- 
day schools of the Philadelphia district 
and also in other places. In answer to 
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the question “Why?” I reply, “Perhaps 
too many of the teachers are in ‘Altoona’ 
when they should be in ‘Bellefonte’ !” 

Jim puts it more gracefully, “Some 
have His [the Spirit] indwelling life 
only as the trickling stream. Others 
there are in whom the words of Jesus 
are’ joyously fulfilled.” Life “more 
abundant” (John 10:10). 

Years ago when I was superintendent 
of the main school I had a class of bright 
young girls, 18 to 20 years old. Nearly 
all of them later graduated from famous 
colleges. The class was taught by Mr. 
Charles L. Huston, the head of the great 
Lukens Steel Company of Coatesville. 

When Mr. Huston was away I would 
say, “Girls, whom do you want for 
teacher today?” With one voice they 
would always say, “Nobody but Isaac 
Thompson.” I asked one of the girls, 
who is my daughter, “Why do you girls 
always want Isaac Thompson?” “Father, 
Isaac Thompson is the real stuff!” 

The late Isaac Thompson was a pud- 
dler in the old iron days. He and his 
Lord found each other in the Iron Rose 
Bible Class. Isaac began to live at Belle- 
fonte right away and became one of 
Coatesville’s biggest religious assets. 
He’s the fellow the boys in the mill, 
who loved him, liked to “have fun with 
him” (tease). Pointing to a big sizzling 
open hearth furnace they cried, “Ike, do 
you think hell is anything like hot old 
Number Four?” Isaac replied, “I don’t 
know, an’ I ain’t a carin’; I ain’t a headin’ 
that way !” : 

You see, old Dr. Trumbull used to 
contend, “A real Sunday school is not 
a school, but ‘A place of influence.’” It 
was the Holy Spirit that made Isaac 
the power he was, and a bunch of bright 
girls could recognize “The real stuff.” 
This again is “Christian Living at Its 
Best.”

AY, fellows, of all the wonderful 

phenomena of nature nothing is 
more amazing than the fruit-producing 
capacity of plants and trees. If you 
want to read an impressive parable in 
a few words, get William Jennings 
Bryan’s “Apostrophe to a Watermelon.”

branches drooping low with the weight 
of such a heavy crop. These fruits had 
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been budded (or grafted) on one ordi- 
nary orange tree, and by which achieve- 
ment it became extraordinary. 

Baron Miinchausen, in his fantastic 
tales of imaginary exploits, tells of hunt- 
ing deer one day when his supply of 
bullets was exhausted. Suddenly a 
young buck appeared before him, and 
the resourceful (in his own eyes) baron 
loaded his gun with cherry seeds (sounds 
like Major Hoople!) and banged away, 
hitting the buck between the eyes, but 
it quickly turned and darted back into 
the dense woods. The following year 
the baron was hunting near the same 
spot, he says, when suddenly there ap- 
peared before him a magnificent stag 
with a shapely cherry tree loaded with 
ripe cherries growing in its head where 
the animal’s antlers should have been. 

Now what profoundly impresses me, 
fellows, is that while we can only smile

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ful and which we can assuredly believe 
because it is true. Here is named the 
ninefold “fruits of the Spirit.” It is 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, and 
temperance. Nine of them! And the 
marvel of it is, this fruit is being pro- 
duced in a person that is by nature sin- 
ful to the point of deserving eternal 
death! Look back three verses in this 
fifth chapter of Galatians, to verses 19- 
21 and you see the fruit of the flesh: 
“adultery, fornication, uncleanness, las- 
civiousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings and such like.” 
And here comes along the Holy Spirit, 
whom the Lord Jesus Christ promised 
to you and me. And He makes a mar- 
velous transformation, changing all that 
vile mess that is in our nature and en- 
abling us to produce “the fruit of the 
Spirit.” 

But here are two important points to 
note and remember: first, it is up to you 
and me to receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit; and to do that we must be will- 
ing to surrender every bad fruit and 
definitely open our hearts and yield our 
wills to the incoming of that wonderful 
Spirit. He is right at the door, ready 
and ‘wanting to come in. We must open 
the door. CRev. 3:20.) Next, we must 
cultivate the fruit. Bad fruit grows of 
itself; weeds and briers do not have to 
be planted or tended; they flourish on 
their own. But good fruit must be nour- 
ished, watched, and exercised, by prayer 
and Bible study and passing the truth 
on to others.

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Crime Does Pay! 


HE story of the young criminals of 
America, how they begin and where 
they most likely will end, has been 
written by a man who should be quali- 
fied to present adequately the problem 
of the nation’s delinquent youth. The 
old adage, “Crime does not pay,” is de- 
bunked by Judge Malcolm Hatfield, 
author of “CHILDREN IN COURT,” 
who says that crime is highly profitable 
for the four million criminals in Amer- 
ica who derive their daily bread — and 
more — from it. 


Where is to be placed the blame for 
the fact that of these four million 
criminals some 80,000 are young peo- 
ple under the age of twenty-one? — 
some of them mere children. What 
can be done to stop this alarming 
trend? Judge Hatfield has made a long 
and earnest study of the different 
problems and factors that enter into 
the making of child offenders. From 
his experience and observation he has 
gathered a mass of information of in- 
estimable value to the teacher, minis- 
ter, parent, educator, social worker, 
and to all who have anything to do 
with the training of young people. 
The book is made up of brief, telling, 
concrete illustrations and incidents 
from real life that speak for them- 
selves. They are classified into chap- 
ters showing the relation of juvenile 
delinquency to church, school, home, 
community, politics, government, eco- 
nomics. It is not a religious book; it 
does not moralize. It not only pre- 
sents the facts honestly and fearlessly, 
but offers concrete suggestions for the 
solution of the problems that are of 
vital interest, especially to ministers. 
The book is written entirely from the 
point of view of a judge in court, who 
is evidently a keen, kindly, ciear- 
visioned man. His analysis of situa- 
tions and his suggestions for remedy- 
ing them are forceful and intensely 
practical. 


While every page in the book contains 
practical, usable information of vital 
interest to every adult, the section on 
“The Church” will prove particularly 
valuable. Religious guidance has a de- 
cided effect on a child’s moral char- 
acter. There is a pointed connection 
between lack of church training and. 
crime. Too often, insufficient budgets 
force churches to limit operations 
which may prevent or arrest juvenile 
delinquency. The cases in this chapter 
are convincing evidence of the impor- 
tance of moral guidance in curbing 
child delinquency.

V verse: “Verily I say unto you, Inas- 
much as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me” (Matt. 25:40). 

Do some of you go out with Daddy 
when he gets the Christmas tree? (Write 
“Christmas tree” on the blackboard.) 
You tramp away out through the snow, 
perhaps into the woods, and look for 
just the right sized fir or spruce to go 
in your house. Then the tree is cut 
off and dragged out of the wood away 
from its companions. Have you ever 
noticed, on the big fir trees around, what 
kind of fruit these Christmas trees 
grow out-of-doors? (Show some cones 
if the children are not familiar with 
such things.) Next time you are in the 
woods, look away up to the top of the 
big trees and you may see the cones 
growing. But a Christmas tree doesn’t 
bear any cones. It is set up in your 
house, and what fancy fruit it does have 
when you have it all trimmed and 
decked with Christmas gifts in their 
bright wrappings! (Show some orna- 
ments and wrapped packages.) There is 
quite a change in the fruit when a fir 
tree becomes a Christmas tree, isn’t 
there ! 

There is quite a change, too, in fruit, 
when a boy or girl becomes a Christian 
child. (Write “Christian child” on the 
blackboard below “Christmas tree.”). 
Both have the word “Christ” in them, 
don’t they? (Underline it in each ex- 
pression.) Does that make the change? 
Boys and girls do not have fruit grow- 
ing out of their heads, like cones on fir 
trees, but words come out of their 
mouths, and actions come out of their 
hands and feet. What a lot of fruit they 
bear in a day! 

Who will draw a big Christmas tree 
on the blackboard? Now, instead of 
Christmas tree fruit, we'll write on it 
some Christian child fruit. When Christ 
is in a child, His Spirit changes hate to 
love. So what is one fruit we can write 
on our tree? (Love. Let one of the 
children write it with colored chalk.) 
Does a Christian child have anything 
to be happy about? Is he sad and 
gloomy, or joyful? (Have joy added to 
the tree.) Is a Christian quarrelsome 
and fussy, or contented and peaceful? 
(Add peace.) Can a Christian child 
stand a lot of teasing and meanness 
without getting “mad”? (Add longsuffer- 
ing.) Is a Christian rough and mean, 
or kind and gentle? (Add gentle- 
ness.) Does a Christian do kind, good 
deeds, or mean, horrid ones? (Add 


goodness.) Does a Christian have. faith 
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Oranges and Grapefruit

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and trust in God, or does he worry and 
fret? (Add faith.) Is a Christian boy 
or girl quietly obedient, or “stuck up” 
and “show-off-y”? (Add meekness.) 
Should a Christian child have good self- 
control, not getting “mad,” not eating 
and drinking things he knows are not 
good for him? (Add ~ temperance.) 

Can we grow all that fine fruit our- 
selves, or are we like the Christmas 
tree? We have to be taken into Christ’s 
Kingdom first, and then we have to let 
His Spirit put the good things in us. 
I can think of a verse that tells how 
we get peace, can you? (John 14:27, P 
verse.) Now I want you to find where 
the Bible tells about these fine fruits, 
Galatians 5:22, 23. In your quiet visits 
with the Lord Jesus each day this week, 
read these verses and ask Him for at 
least one particular kind of fruit that 
you see you need. (A bookmark for 
the place may be made following the 
idea of the board work.)

é¢TF YOU claim to be a Christian, act 

like one!” This is Paul’s thought 
in. the lesson verses. Here we see two 
girls, one living victoriously for Christ 
and her neighbors, the other living for 
the satisfaction of self. Show this con- 
trast with blackboard stick pictures. 
One girl will be holding her right hand 
forth reaching out to help others, while 
her left hand will be pointing upward 
toward God. The other will show a 
girl whose right hand is pushing others 
down, or pointing at them in derision. 
The left hand will be directed toward 
self. What is the fundamental, inner 
difference? One girl walks in the Spirit. 
The other walks in the flesh. 

It takes prayer, faith, and practice to 
live consistently for Christ. The day 
after one of our young friends had gone 
to the altar to acknowledge Christ as 
her Saviour she was “desirous of vain 
glory,” and provoked one of her neigh- 
bors unkindly. As a result she was 
ashamed to admit that she had taken 
a stand for the Lord. What had hap- 
pened? Had she lost her salvation? No, 
because right away she was convicted 
and wanted to be forgiven and return 
to her joyousness in Christ. She was 
still living “in the Spirit” because she 
had been born again as God’s child, but 
she had forgotten to manifest the “fruit 
of .the Spirit,” and was walking in the 
“flesh,” just as though she did not be- 
long to God. 

How will you know when. you are 
walking “in the Spirit’? The lesson 
gives three “bears.” Bear fruit. “Let 
your light so shine before men, that 
they may see your good works, and glo- 
rify ...” Glorify whom? Not you

The other girl postpones her own pleas- 
ures while she stoops to lift hurt ones 
to places of comfort. How do you treat 
a companion who is hurt, or who makes 
a mistake? Are you burdened when 
your friends have sinned or sorrow has 
come to them? Burdens cannot help but 
hurt. That is their nature, but do they 
not also remind us how much more 
deeply Christ was hurt because of us? 
(Isa. 53:5.) 

Bear your own burdens — and respon- 
sibilities. Do not think you are “some- 
body” because you are able to go to an- 
other with comfort and counsel. You, 
too, are faulty and must bear, the re- 
sponsibility for your own shortcomings 
without shifting the blame. Remember 
our equality in Christ. Originally —all 
sinners! Only through grace — saved 
from sin! No glory for us except 
through Christ! 

Is self-analysis justified? Never is it 
justified as a habit of introspection, but 
here we are told to measure our work 
by God’s standards. In these verses we 
find plenty of counsel for meditation all 
week. If you like to color your Bible, 
use pink to underline the advice given 
Christians, and black for descriptions 
of one who walks in the flesh. Draw 
connecting lines to tie together similar 
words and thoughts. 

Does it pay to live for Christ? Yes, 
from every angle. This lesson brings 
out two such points: A day is coming 
when we shall have to give account of 
our actions and reap what we have sown 
(Gal. 6:8). A’day is also coming when 
the results of our Christian efforts will 
be revealed, and we shall see how won- 
derfully God has used some simple 
deeds that seemed almost too small and 
useless at the time, and how our bigger 
efforts which pleased our pride were 
not as important as we thought (1 Cor. 
3:11-15).

cessful in starting a large young peo- 
ple’s fellowship in a Texas town. Hun- 
dreds of them have been quietly wit- 
nessing and winning their buddies to 
Christ in the Army, Navy, and Marines. 

Many of these men testify that it was 
at Wheaton that they were led to yield 
their hearts to the Lord. What if they 
had not been able to go? 

Consider that question, and then 
weigh well the fact that this fall 700 
young people who wanted to go to 
Wheaton have been turned away — be- 
cause there was no room. A large pro- 
portion of them will of necessity go to 


a state university or some non-Chris- - 


tian college this fall. Some of these will 
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graduate in four years with clear con- 
victions and a strong testimony. But 
many will not. 

In a recent letter to the friends of the 

_college, President Edman cited, several 
typical cases of students for whom there 
was no room. One was a young war 
widow wanting music training so that 
she could go into Christian work. An- 
other was a brilliant Chinese girl who 
was hoping to get her education at 
Wheaton before returning to her native 
land as a Christian worker. The third 
was a nurse who wanted training at 
Wheaton before leaving for Africa as a 
missionary. 

These are days when investments have 
to be made carefully. It is well for us 
Christians to consider wisely the use of 
money over which the Lord has made 
us stewards. Certainly there is no bet- 
ter investment than the preparation of 
young people for Christian service and 
leadership. 

A dining hall and dormitory are seri- 
ously needed at Wheaton College now. 
Are we, His people, going to stand by 
idly? And what of the science building, 
music building, and library building 
which are imperative needs on the 
campus? A long range building plan has 
just recently been approved by the 
trustees. 

In this opportunity the alumni of 
Wheaton College have responded with 
great enthusiasm. Now, we the alumni 
invite God’s people to join with us in 
thtir prayers and in their gifts at this 
time of Wheaton’s need.

operate in the plan, and Buttrick ac- 
quiesced. Protestantism and the nation 
were both betrayed by this spineless 
leadership. 

And so on, and so on. The whole his- 
tory of the Federal Council has been a 
continuous series of blunders. The rec- 
ord shows that it does not fairly repre- 
sent the opinions and wishes of the 
Christian public, now as in the past. 
It gives no promise of better courses. 
The situation calls for drastic action by 
the constituent churches. 

To this end Mr. McIntire’s book gives 
dependable ammunition. It should be 
bought, read, loaned, commended, given 
away, placed in libraries. It constitutes 
a signpost out of a bog, a road warning 
against disaster. 

Finally, I may add that Mr. McIntire 
gives a clear account of the American 
Council of Christian Churches which the 
Federal Council treats with such Golia- 
thean contempt, yet which, as an entirely 
separate organization, seems destined 

_ to supplant the older Council among 
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Prrnars a mother or father 
whose eyesight is beginning 
to dim. Or a just-married 
couple starting life in a 
. they'll need 
a Bible for reference and 
records. Or children—every 
boy and every girl should 
have a Bible,

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But Christ’s order is first to “come” and 
taste and then we have the promise that 
we shall see and be convinced (Psa. 34: 
8; John 7:17).

Christ calls us to come to Him for 
surrender and death to self (Matt. 16: 
24 and Mark 8:34). Once we have so 
come to Him, His command is to. “go 
and sin no more” (John 8:11). 


Christ calls us to come to Him for rest 
(Matt. 11:28); for refreshment (John 7: 
37); and for life (Rev. 22:17). His prom- 
ise is that if we come to Him for rest, 
we shall find it (Matt. 11:29) and that 
our needs for food and refreshment will 
be supplied (John 10:9). 


Christ calls us to come to Him for 
preparation for service (Mark 1:27). 
What tragedy it is, and how ineffective 
we are, when we try to serve Him be- 
fore having learned of Him and before 
having let Him “make” us fit for His 
service. 

But when we have sat at His feet and 
learned of Him, then we shall hear His 
command to go out for service (Matt. 9: 
6); for work (Matt. 21:28); to tell others 
about Him (Mark 5:19 and 20); to preach 
the Gospel (Luke 9:60 and Matt. 28:7, 
10, and 19), and to bring others to Him 
(Luke 14:23). 

se 


We should see that just as it is a trag- 
edy to attempt to go for Christ without 
having first come to Him and learned 
of Him, so it is also.a tragedy to come 
to Him and then fail to go. Pools that 
have no outlet become stagnant and foul 
and stale. We are to be running streams 
and leaping fountains of the “good news” 
(John 7:38), so that others may learn 
what the Lord Jesus has done for us, 
and may also want Him. 


Finally, the Lord Jesus calls us to 
come to Him for reward for faithful 
service and for eternal fellowship (Mark 
25:34 and Luke 14:17). While our serv- 
ice for Him is not to be performed just 
because we know we shall be rewarded, 
nevertheless it is a joy and encourage- 
ment to know that our Lord will re- 
ward us for faithfulness and loyalty (2 
Tim. 4:8; Rev. 2:10). 


However, sharply contrasted with this 
bright and comforting “come” for the 
faithful Christian is the bitter and tragic 
“depart” for those who have rejected the 
Lord Jesus and refused to serve Him. 
For them His “go” means eternal sepa- 
ration for God (Matt. 25:41), and the 
awful words, “I never knew you” (Matt. 
7:23), will dismiss the “professors” who 
are not “doers” into everlasting judg- 
ment and despair.

Prayer Succestions: “Lord, I will fol- 
low thee; but...” Be swift to answer 
your Lord. Let your feet be jubilant 
in doing His will. The three men in 
this passage of Scripture put their own 
interests before those of Christ. Many 
professed friends of Christ are doing this 
today. The lesson of submission to Christ 
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is the most difficult of any the Christian 
has to learn. Failure to obey is the most 
costly course a Christian can pursue.
